Friday Night at Public 
Meeting 


The meeting held in the Forest- 


ers hall on Wednesday evening of | 


Jast week to discuss with Mr. Ding- 
man of Calgary the proposition of 
his company to drill for natural 
gas proved very interesting. 

The Councilors oeeupied the plat- 
form and after explaining the ob- 
ject for which the meeting was 
called Chairman Bray called upon 
Mr. Dingman to address the 
audience. He proved a very inter- 
esting and fluent speaker and after 
giving an address on the subjects 
of drilling for gas, its usefulness and 
its advantages over steam, water 
and other powers, he spoke for 
sometime on the geological condi- 
tion of this portion of Alberta and 
gave many reasons for his belief 
that natural gas could be found in 
commercial quantities at Gleichen. 
At the conelusion of his address he 
answered many questioris asked by 
members of the audience, and ex- 
plained how the yillage might pro- 
weed according to law to grant his 
company the exclusive right to 
supply natural gas to Gleichen. 

After discussing the subject in a 
general way a motion was passed 
by the meeting requesting the 
Council to enter into an agreement 
under the best conditions they eould 
make with Mr. Dingman, and _ en- 
dorsing the proposition as set before 
the meeting. 

The Coansiflora moat the follow. 
ing day and finally drafted an agree- 
went which they believe will pre- 
serve to Gleichen all that can be 
expectéd and have called a meeting 
for tomorrow night—Friday—to 
submit it to the citizens for further 
consideration and if satisfactory 
will eventually ask the ratepayers 
to yote upon it.

PUNDIT A-K HAS SPENT YEARS | 
iN THIBET, 


Secret Agent of British Government 
In India Has Surveyed Many 
Hundreds of Miles In the Forbid- | 
den Land During Wanderings of 
Nine Years—Counted the Miles by 
Saying Prayers on Rosary. 


The survey of India has produced 
in its annual report the portrait ot | 
the greatest of Indian explorers. He 
was known to geographers for years | 
as the Pundit A-K. His identity was 
not revealed as long as he was likely 
to be employed again in the explora- 
tion of Thibet, where no white man 


or East I.iian was permitted to 
travel. 
When he became superannuated 


the Government gave A-K a grant of 


years in a forbidden 
land, even when told ‘n the plain, 
dry style of official reports, reads 
like 9 romance. 

There was not a waking moment | 
when he was not acting a part. Born 
on the frontier of Thibet, he could 
talk the language of the country like 
a native, and this was his one great 
advantage. | 

He traveled always as a Thibetan, | 
now as a merchant with a consider: | 
able stock of goods, then as an itiner- | 
ant pedler, again as a Buddhist do- | 
votee reciting sacred verses from 
hamlet to hamlet, and on two vs 
three occasions, when necessity coni- 
pelled, he secured employment as 4 
herder of sheep and gonts, 

Tf his seeret had been discovered 
his life would have paid the penalty. 
He was in peril many times and was 
occasionally arrested and detained | 
as a suspicious character, but he | 
ways had a straight story to tell, and | 
the truth was never known till he was | 
living in the retirement and peace 
which he had earned, | 

His greatest mishaps were that rob- 
bers despoiled him twice of nearly 
evorything he could use in payine 
his way. Otherwise he never met 
with any personal ill treatment, and 
the reports he made are remarkable 
for the absence of any express‘on ot 
animosity against those who did him 
harm.

greatest of Indi>’s rivers—the Indus.

book. None pf his b-ethren in the 
survey equalled the exploits of aA-K 
and he is counted among the leading 
explorers of Thibet; but he had nis 
limitations like his fellow-surveyurs, 

Many have supposed that the Asiu- 
tic explorers of the Indian survey 
were educated native gontlemen, but 
this was not the case. The survey 
was never able to-secure the se:viecs 
of well educated natives who at the 
bame time possessed the hardihood, 
courage and endurance requiied of 
an explorer in Thibet. |
